S. Aircraft Industry Ready To 


Build 80,000 Planes—Expert — 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (UP).—Colonel John H. Jouctt, president 
of the Acronautical Chamber of Commerce of America, stated recently 
that the national defence and aid-democracies ‘programmes will bring 
United States airplane requirements from the 44,000 already on order up 


to 80,000. 


“The. aircraft. manufacturing industry, 
progress against great odds in the last 
signment handed it,’’ Jouctt said. , 


This. confident view of a fore- 
most chieftain of the aviation 
industry followed his recent 
progress report on aviation con- 
struction to the annual conven- 


tion of the United-States Cham-| 


-bér of Commerce. ‘ Jouctt sub- 
mitted to that meeting a ques- 
tionnaire accompanied by his 
own answers which conveyed 
the impresyion of tremendous 
and ever-expanding production 
Within the aviation industry. 
He atso made renssuring state- 
ments concerning United States 
technical progress in many ficlds of 
aviation, and asserted that, “the 
planes we are ‘building and will 
bulld equal or surpass the best being 
uilt, or to be built elsewhere.” This 
sweeping statement’ included refer- 
ence to the latest German types.. : 
Jouctt’s question-and-answer ex- 
position of the United States -air- 
plane production was as follows: 
“Just what is the job that the alr- 
craft industry has been glven? 
“The industry has been asked to 
bulld about 44,000 military alfplanes, 
broken down as follows: For the 
Army, about 16,500; for the Navy,

POVERTY AND CRIME __ 


IF cleanliness be next to god- 
liness, it can be equally claimed 
that poverty makes for crime. 
In Hongkong, in fact, this is 
well nigh a truism. Crime here 
ig more opportunistic than pre-' 
meditated, from the vulgar lar- 
ceny of a shop-soiled overcoat to 
the more daring type of fraud. 
And in many cases both types 
find their cause in ‘want or in 
temptation which thousands 
would find hard to resist. ° 


If a pointer were needed for 
the’ dangerously low standard 


{of wages which. governs the 


native clerks and fokis, especi- 
ally-those-employed-by-Chinese- 


number of cases where these 
types of workers indulge in 
fraudulent conversion of firms! 
monies, Often, it is true these 
crimes are ‘the product. of 
nothing but a criminal mind; 
just as often it is found that 
the miscreants have been either 
driven to it through sheer 
poverty’ or because temptation 
has been almost deliberntely 
thrust in their way. Honesty 
is a virtue, but it ig not inherent 
and Is thoroughly conditioned: 
When a man, for example, who 
earns a few dollars a month, 
and perhaps is allowed in addi- 
tion board and lodgings, is ex. 
pected to handle thousands of 
dollars in complete freedom, 
there is small wonder if hé falls 
to the inevitable temptation, It 
is the employer who must 
shoulder most of. the blame if 
his confidence under these con- 
ditiong is misplaced, - 

A’ more -serious social ‘pro- 
blem, however, is that of. the 
underpaid worker, placed -in a 
position ‘of trust, who through 
economie” ©‘ circumstances” ~~ is 
forced to stoop to crime; the, 
man who, ona wage of 20 to 40 
dollars no month must keep a 
wife and: family and probably 
near relatives. His’ wages are 
svholly inadequate to. cover 
living costs and he faces the 
prospect ‘of ‘intolerable debt or 
probably unemployment if he 
secks an increase in pay. : 


The attitude of the Chinese 
employers stands in linc for u 
good deat of, necessary correc- 
tion.
